Lincoln  Envelope

The  Postal  Service  will  issue  a  33-cent  Lincoln  envelope 
(Item  Numbers  21 36  and  2634  regular;  Item  Numbers  2137 
and  2635  window)  in  Springfield,  IL,  on  June  5,  1999.  The 
envelope,  designed  by  Richard  Sheaff  of  Scottsdale,  AZ, 
goes  on  sale  nationwide  on  June  6. 

A  self-taught  lawyer  with  only  1  year  of  frontier  schooling, 
Abraham  Lincoln  rode  into  Springfield,  Illinois,  in  1837.  Prior 
to  being  elected  the  sixteenth  President  of  the  United  States 
in  1860,  he  enjoyed  a  great  success  as  a  lawyer  and  was 
considered  one  of  the  state's  best  courtroom  attorneys.  But 
only  a  few  days  after  his  greatest  triumph  —  the  end  of  the 
Civil  War  —  President  Lincoln  died  from  an  assassin's  bullet 
on  April  1 5, 1 865.  This  stamped  envelope  design  is  based  on 
a  hexagonal  souvenir  title  that  was  made  by  the  Mosaic  Tile 
Company  of  Zanesville,  Ohio. 

How  to  Order  the  First  Day  of  issue  Postmark 

Customers  have  30  days  to  obtain  the  first  day  of  issue 
postmark  by  mail.  They  may  purchase  the  new  envelope  at 
their  local  post  office,  address  the  envelopes  (to  themselves 
or  others) ,  and  place  them  in  a  larger  envelope  addressed  to:

After  applying  the  first  day  of  issue  postmark,  the  Postal 
Service  will  return  the  envelopes  through  the  mail.  There  is 
no  charge  for  the  postmark.  All  orders  must  be  postmarked 
by  July  5,  1999. 

Stamp  Fulfillment  Services  (SFS)  also  offers  first  day  cov- 
ers for  new  stamp  issues  and  postal  stationery  items  post- 
marked with  the  official  first  day  of  issue  cancellation.  Each 
item  has  an  individual  catalog  number  and  is  offered  in  the 
quarterly  USA  P/7/7afe//c  catalog.  Customers  may  request  a 
free  catalog  by  telephoning  1 -800-STAMP24  or  by  writing  to:

First  day  covers  remain  on  sale  for  at  least  1  year  after  the 
stamp's  issuance. 

Distribution 

Stamp  distribution  offices  (SDOs)  and  stamp  distribution 
networks  (SDNs)  will  receive  an  automatic  distribution  of 
Lincoln  envelopes  based  on  the  automatic  distribution 
schedule  for  commemorative  envelopes.  The  shipments 
began  April  19,  and  will  be  completed  June  11. 

Initial  Supply  for  Post  Offices 

Post  offices  with  authorized  philatelic  centers  will  receive 
an  automatic  distribution  from  their  SDO  or  SDN  based  on 
their  previously  established  quantities.  All  other  post  offices 
must  requisition  an  initial  quantity  of  envelopes  from  their 
SDO  or  SDN  by  submitting  a  separate  PS  Form  17,  Stamp 
Requisition.  SDOs  and  SDNs  must  not  distribute  envelopes 
to  post  offices  before  May  26.  Lincoln  envelopes  are  avail- 
able in  the  styles  and  sizes  listed  below.

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New  Lincoln  envelope  to  be  unveiled  at  ceremony

His  likeness  appears  countless  times 
on  monuments,  buildings  and  paintings 
throughout  Springfield.  Now  Abraham 
Lincoln's  face  will  be  showing  up  in  mail- 
boxes across  the  country. 

The  U.S.  Postal  Service  will  unveil  a 
prestamped  envelope  bearing  the  bust  of 
the  16th  president  during  a  10  a.m.  cere- 
mony today  at  the  Lincoln  Home  Visitor's 
Center,  426  S.  Seventh  St.  Illinois  first 
lady  Lura  Lynn  Ryan  and  Springfield 
Mayor  Karen  Hasara  will  be  among  the 
dignitaries  in  attendance. 

Postal  officials  say  the  33-cent  stamped 
envelope,  featuring  a  side  view  of  Lincoln's 


head  surrounded  by  a  blue  background, 
likely  will  become  a  popular  item  for  Spring- 
field residents  and  businesses  wanting  to 
accent  their  mail  with  the  Illinois  icon. 

Like  all  designs  used  for  U.S.  stamps 
and  other  postal  stationary,  the  Lincoln 
logo  was  chosen  by  the  national  Citizens' 
Stamp  Advisory  Committee.  The  commit- 
tee consists  of  members  from  throughout 
the  country  whose  backgrounds  include 
education,  art  and  history. 

"They  wanted  to  focus  on  freedom  and 
democracy,"  said  Sue  Litterly,  spokes- 
woman for  Springfield's  post  offices. 
"That  was  why  they  decided  on  this  par- 
ticular likeness  of  Abe  Lincoln  for  this  ■ 
particular  envelope." 

The  design,  in  the  upper-right  comer  of 


the  envelope,  was  created  by  Richard 
Sheaff  of  Scottsdale,  Ariz.,  who  has  de- 
signed several  other  commemorative 
stamps  for  the  postal  service.  Sheaff 
based  the  envelope's  design  on  a  hexago- 
nal souvenir  tile  made  by  the  Mosaic  Tile 
Co.  in  ZanesviUe,  Ohio.  The  now-defunct 
company  produced  the  tiles  in  the  early 
part  of  the  century. 

The  envelopes  will  be  on  sale  today  at 
the  visitor  center  and  at  the  post  offices  at 
2105  E.  Cook  St,  and  1760  W.  Wabash 
Ave.  They  go  on  sale  at  post  offices  na- 
tionwide Monday. 

Each  envelope  costs  40  cents,  which  in-

eludes  the  33-cent  cost  of  sending  a 
letter.  They  come  in  two  sizes  and  are 
available  with  or  without  plastic  win- 
dows. For  an  extra  dime,  collectors 
and  others  in  Springfield  can  get  the 
.  envelopes  stamped  with  an  official 
"first  day  of  issue"  postmark.  • 

Out-of-town  Lincoln  enthusiasts 


can  obtain  the  first-day  postmark  by 
purchasing  the  envelopes  at  their 
local  post  office,  addressing  them  to 
themselves-  or  others  and  mailing 
them  in  a  larger  envelope  to:  Lincoln 
Envelope,  Postmaster,  2105  E.  Cook 
St.,  Springfield,  111.,  62703-9991.  The 
Lincoln  envelopes  will  then  be  sent 
back  through  the  mail.
